Systematic Robbery of the Treasury 
—Boutwelland Fam onds Partners 
by Silen (Consent—Falsc State. 
menis Published by Spinner. 

Sr. Louis, April 23.—The Times, will 
publish tu-morrow séme statements to 
one of its reporters by Sergeant Preuder, 
in charge of the signal service station, 
here, before he left for Washington 
last night, where he will testifv before 
the committee on expenditures of the 
treasury department. | 

Preuderstates that he was public 
debt statement clerk in the treasury 
department tinder Secretary McCulloch, 
and his statements are to the effect 
that while he was so engaged he dis. 
covered that great frauds were being 
practiced upon the government; that 
each public debt statement reported 
money in the treasury which was not 
on hand, while the government was 
payingthree per cent for money to 
meet temporary necessities. He says 
algo that he discoyéred that hundreds 
of thousands of government money 
was placedin the bands of confeder- 
ates outside the department, who loaned 
it back to the government as individual 
funds and drew interest on it. While 
pursuing these investigations, Preuder 
was informed bya clerk in the re- 
demption -bureau named Richardson, 
that immense frauds were being perpe- 
trated in that bureau, and that fortunes 
were being made by reporting money 
destroyed which was presented; that 
only one-half the money turned in for 
destruction was actually destroyed, 
the other half being divided among the 
perpetrators of the fraud. 

Preuder reported these facts to Gen. 
Spinner, who was treasurer, but the lat- 
ter declined to investigate, saying he 
did not believe frauds were being per- 
petrated. 

In March, 1869, a congressional re- 
trenchment committee was examining 
alleged frauds in the treasury printing 
department. Preuder went to Mr. 
Edmunds of Vermont, who was chair- 
man of this committee, laid all the facts 
before him and asked for an investiga- 
tion. Edmunds replied that the time 
of the committee was too short to war- 
rant an extended examination and 
nothing was done. 

after Mr. Boutwell became secretary 
ot the treasury, Preuder, wh» had re 
tired from the treasury department, 
ini rmed him of discoveries he had 
made while clerk in the department, 
and the secretary promised to investi-’ 
gate the matter. Shortly after this a 
man named Fox, who had also been a 
clerk in the redemption bureau, called 
on Preuder, and stated that he had 
been appointed detective by Secretary 
Beutwell to work up these frauds and 
wanted all papers and evidence he had 
in his possession. Preuder declined to 
give them up, except on an erder from 
Boutwell. Fox left. hut returned ina 
little while with a le.:er from the sec- 
retary, asking for the documents. 
Preuder yave them to Fox in the 
presence of a witness who knew their 
character, and who is nowin Washing- 
ton. No investigation of frauds was 
ever made. Preuder will probably tes- 
tify before the committee at Washing- 
ton Monday, when it is expected this 
matter will be brought to light. 


CUFFEER’S CASH. 


Astonishing KRascalities Developed— 
The Officers of the Bank Pock- 
eting the Proceeds—Heow 
an 81.800 Deposit 
was Kept 


WasdInGToNn, April 23.—The testi- 
mony inthe case of the Freedman’; 
Bank is made public. The investiga. 
tion commenced January 15. 

The tirst witness was ex-Postmaster 
Genera! Cresswell, one of the commis- 
sioners for closing the affairs of the 
company. which was largely insolvent, 
the indebte’ ess being over three mil- 
lion dollars, «.d he feared they weuld 
not. be able to ». alize more than 40 per 
cent from the assets, a large amount 
of the personal security ap- 
pearing be worthless. 

Mr. Sperry, tite inspector of the 
bank, testified to many discrepancies, 
one of $80,000. and that by the em- 
ployment of an additional expert force 
they were never able to reduce this 
difference below 340,000. Nothing was 
known of the pecuniary responsibility 
of Wm. J. Wilson and Thomas 8 Bos- 
ton, while discharging their respective 
duties as oflicers of the W shington 
branch, nor was anything known 
about Wilson’s bond, but Boston’s 
bond was for $5,000 and signed Gen. 
OQ. O. Howard. No proceeding was in- 
stituted by the actuary or any ofticer 
ofthe bank to recover from Wilson 
and Boston the deficiencies appearing 
in these accounts. 

Much more testimony is given to 
show the ignorant, reckless and dis- 
honest mavagement of tne bank, and 
its branches. 

A new feature in the Seneca Stone 
company wasfound. It appears that 
the tirst loan toit was $35,000, and 
that was paid so far as the books show. 
About that time a loan of fifty thou- 
sand dollars was made to  Hal- 
et Kilbourne and John O. Evans. 
Among the collaterals was 75,000 dollars 
of the Seneca stone bonds, but there 
were cther co!laterals to make it pecu- 
niary a good loan. The note for 50- 
000 did not mature tora year. When 
it did mature and was not paid, the ac- 
tuary Col. Katon, demanded payment 
when the parties produced a secret 
agreement of which the following is a 
copy: 

“Received, at Washington, D. C. 
November 15, 1873, of Freedmens 
saving bank trust company, the within 
mentioned securities with the excep- 
tion of 75,000 bonds of the Maryland 
freestone manufacturing company, with 
the understanding that our note for 
$50,000 is to be returned to us on or be- 
fore the 18th inst.

“Joun O. Evans. 

The actuary was threatenea by 
these parties with the suit, and after 
some wriggling finally gave up the 
note and other pape's, and retained 
the worthless Seneca bonds. The real 
value of this transaction was the pay- 
mnt of an old loan bythe new one 
und a secret sale of the bonds of 
the Seneca Stone company to the Freed- 
man’s bank. It appears from the tes- 
timony that a hard-working colored 
man named John Watkins deposited 
nearly $1,800 doilars in the bank, and 
out of that, Boston, who was receivin 
teller at the time, drew $1,050 on forge 
notes Wilson, late cashier, indorsed 


two of them.
